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OPPORTUNITIES FOR ENERGY CONSERVATION INHERENT IN THIS SUBJECT

US (PORTER) NOTED THAT THIS MEETING WOULD ALSO INCLUDE SESSION ON 
ENERGY ACCOUNTING SYSTEM. C) CANADA REAFFIRMED ITS INTEREST IN 
DISCUSSING AND PRESENTING PAPER ON ENERGY- ACCOUNTING METHODS AT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INDUSTRIAL INTERNATIONAL BATA BASE MEETING IN UK. CANADIAN REP 
(QUINSEY, DEPT OF ENERGY, MINES AND RESOURCES) SAID THAT CANADIAN 
GOVERNMENT IS IN PROCESS OF ARRANGING GOVT/INDSUTRY MEETINGS TO 
SET ENERGY CONSDERVATION GOALS AND GUIDELINES. GOC IS ALSO CARRYING 
OUT STUDY ON POTENTIAL OF WASTE LUBRICATING OILS AS FUEL FOR CEMENT
